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MY  NEW  BEGINNING 

(revised  December  2003)

(NOTE:  I  originally  wrote  this  article  many  years  ago  and  came  across  my 
draft  while  researching  my  files  for  another  subject  altogether.  I  decided  it 
was  still  pertinent  and  revised  it  for  this  submission.  I  do  not  recall  whether 

it  was  previously  published  but,  if  it  was,  it  was  a  long  time  ago.) 

****** ** ****** 

Haven’t  figured  out  the  nuances  of  the  current  grading  system?  Worry 
whether  your  previously  certified  65s  won't  make  63s  or  even  60s  today?  Or 
are  you  just  plain  bored  with  it  all?  Do  your  Morgan  Dollars  all  look  alike? 
Are  the  split  bands  on  your  Mercury  dimes  and  full  bell  lines  on  your 
Franklin  Halves  starting  to  get  a  bit  fuzzy?  Listen  up! 

There  is  a  niche  in  numismatics  -  a  very  large  niche  -  where  all  the  players 
still  use  adjectival  grades  (for  the  most  part)  when  they  use  any  at  all,  where 
the  history  of  the  piece  outweighs  the  toning,  the  number  of  steps,  or  whether 
there  is  a  full  head  or  full  hand  present.  Where?  In  the  Land  of  Exonumia, 
that's  where!  When  I  saw  what  short-term  investors,  high-fee 
grading/slabbing  services,  and  the  high-pressure  telephone  salesmen  were 
doing  to  my  hobby,  I  decided  to  step  back  from  the  hyped  world  of  coin 
collecting.  Exonumia  is  a  term  coined  decades  ago  to  describe  objects  which 
resemble  money,  but  are  not  designed  to  circulate  as  such.  It  includes  such 
things  as  tokens,  medals,  paper  advertising  notes,  wooden  nickels,  amulets, 
love  tokens,  etc. 

I  started,  like  many  of  you,  accumulating  coins  from  circulation  and  quickly 
filled  the  little  Whitman  folders  with  a  vast  array  of  Walking  Liberty  Halves, 
Winged  Head  Dimes,  Jefferson  and  Indian  Head  Nickels,  and  the  ubiquitous 
Lincoln  Cents.  I  even  had  a  folder  for  Silver  Dollars,  but  it  didn't  fill  very 
quickly  because  I  only  got  one  when  my  grandfather  would  visit,  making  the 
long  trip  from  the  Bronx  to  Bayonne,  NJ,  where  I  grew  up.  At  any  rate,  the 
holes  for  the  key  dates  remained  empty  and  my  collecting  interest  became 
dormant.  When,  many  years  later,  that  interest  was  renewed,  I  bought  the 
key  dates  and  upgraded  those  coins  in  less  than  EF  condition.  As  the 
calendar  pages  turned  into  the  70s,  I  found  that  the  coins  I  needed  became 
less  and  less  affordable  and,  in  short  order,  my  collecting  once  again  became 
dormant. 

My  interest  in  numismatics  resurged  in  the  late  70s  when  a  collector-dealer 
introduced  me  to  the  world  of  Exonumia.  He  showed  and  offered  to  sell  me 
a  Low  (Lyman  Low,  the  well-known  collector  and  cataloguer)  54,  the 
popular  anti-slavery  Hard  Times  Token  (HTT) 
of  the  1830s.  Holding  that  piece  was  like 
holding  a  little  piece  of  history  and,  if  I  told  you 
that  token  sparked  my  interest,  it  would  be  a 
gross  understatement.  During  the  next  few 
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months,  I  scoured  local  dealers,  flea  markets,  coin  shows,  read  as  much  as  1 
could  find  on  the  subject,  and  bought  (and  traded  my  coins  for)  HTTs.  At 
that  time,  most  HTTs  were  readily  available  for  only  a  few  dollars,  but  over 
time,  some  of  the  rare  ones  now  bring  upwards  of  four  figures. 

After  joining  the  Token  and  Medal  Society  (TAMS),  I  discovered  Civil  War 
Tokens.  Although  I  had  seen  CWTs  before,  1  had  written  them  off  as  junk. 
Now,  my  interest  was  piqued,  mainly  by  the 
education  and  fun  I  had  studying  HTTs.  Was 
there  more  to  learn?  Silly  question!  Although 
there  are  only  several  hundred  different  HTTs, 
there  are  literally  thousands  and  thousands  of 
CWT  varieties.  After  some  basic  study,  I  began 
to  concentrate  on  a  specific  group  of  CWTs,  those  storecards  issued  by 
druggists,  pharmacies,  dentists,  opticians,  etc.  In  short,  anything  medically- 
related.  In  addition,  I  included  soda  tokens  since  soda  was  sold  mainly  by 
druggists  in  the  late  1 800s  and  early  twentieth  century. 

There  are  several  important  differences  in  collecting  tokens  rather  than 
coins.  One  difference  is  the  dealer.  There  are  no  giant  token  galleries,  and 
the  number  of  full-time  token  and  medal  dealers  can  probably  be  counted  on 
your  fingers.  Most  exonumia  dealers  have  other  full-time  jobs,  buying  and 
selling  exonumia  only  on  the  weekends  and  through  the  mail.  And  none  of 

the  part-timers  get  rich.  They  might  even  be 
more  interested  in  relating  the  history  of  the 
token,  how  they  became  in  possession  of  it, 
and  its  relative  rarity,  than  in  actually  selling 
it  to  you. 

Another  difference  -  condition  is  important, 
but  not  nearly  so  as  in  coin  collecting.  Rarity  is  the  primary  factor.  I'll  buy  a 
skuzzy,  corroded  druggist  token  from  Vermont  because  I  know  I  may  never, 
and  I  mean,  never  get  another  opportunity.  Unlike  coins,  tokens  are 
frequently  considered  truly  rare;  less  than  a  handful  known.  Generally, 
however,  these  rarities  are  within  the  range  of  my  bank  account.  In  fact,  I 
own  several  tokens  where  I  have  the  only  known  one,  although  the  cost  for 
each  was  relatively  modest. 

My  interest  in  soda  and  druggist  tokens  soon  became  rampant  and  I  began  to 
delve  into  other  series  of  exonumia  such  as  encased  postage,  encased  coins, 
medals  and  other  that  were  issued  with  druggist  or  soda  devices.  In  addition, 
I  joined  a  number  of  token  collectors'  organizations,  mainly  to  get  the  names 
of  other  active  collectors.  Many  states  have  a  token  collectors'  society  apart 
from  the  state  numismatic  organization.  NJ,  PA,  TX  (informal  group),  MD, 
FL,  MI.  IN-KY-OH  (combined),  CA,  and  others,  each  have  an  active  token 
collectors'  group. 

Needless  to  say,  I  am  an  active  token  collector.  Do  I  still  collect  coins? 
You  bet!  I  can't  part  with  many  of  the 
coins  I  acquired  along  the  way  and  add  to 
my  coin  collection  whenever  1  see 
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exonumia  and,  if  you  see  me  at  a  show  or  club  meeting,  I'll  fill  your  ear  with 
my  latest  find  And,  speaking  of  finds; 

Who  could  resist  the  short  letter  which  came  with  a  set  of  tokens  I  purchased 
a  number  of  years  ago  from  the  Carson  Pharmacy,  at  one  time  in  business  in 
Carson,  ND.  Excerpting  from  the  letter,  "I  graduated  from  college  in  1933, 
worked  in  Crosby  in  the  dirty  30s  and  came  to  Carson  on  April  1,  1936. 
When  I  got  here  to  work  at  the  Carson  Pharmacy,  these  tokens  were  in  a 
cigar  box.  We  sometimes  gave  them  out  in  trade  for  pop  bottles.  The 
Carson  Pharmacy  was  established  by  a  Dr  A  C.  Newman  in  1909.  He  was 
involved  with  a  lady  friend  and  one  day  she  was  out  riding  in  a  buggy  and  Dr 
Newman  became  jealous  and  took  a  pot  shot  at  the  three  in  the  buggy  and  hit 
a  lady.  Thinking  he  had  killed  her,  he  went  back  to  his  living  quarters  in  the 
store  and,  when  the  sheriff  and  other  came  to  arrest  him  (he  thot  [sic]  for 
murder),  he  took  cyanide  and  washed  it  down  with  whisky.  This  was  in 
1913.  Dr  Leavitt  then  came  and  took  over  the  medical  practice  and  also  the 
Carson  Pharmacy  in  1913  or  1914.  He  was  a  businessman  and  started  the 
token  use  I  asked  one  gal  today  and  she  remembered  getting  them  in  1918 
or  1919.  I  sold  the  store  last  year  (1979,  ed)" 

Try  to  get  that  kind  of  history  from  someone  from  whom  you  just  bought  a 
Lincoln  Cent!!  Anyway,  tokens  were  a  new  beginning  for  me  and  I'd  bet  a 
buck  (make  that  a  So-Called  Dollar)  that,  given  the  opportunity,  you,  too, 
could  become  hooked  on  this  fascinating  segment  of  our  hobby.  Happy 
collecting!!!

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UNITED  STATES  COINS— A  “PRIMER” 
WASHINGTON  QUARTERS 

This  historical  information  is  compiled  from  the  U.S.  Coins  Series 
compliments  of  Numismatic  Guarantee  Corporation. 

The  dark  shadow  of  Depression  fell  across  the  U.S.  in  1931,  giving 
Americans  little  to  celebrate.  Soup  kitchens,  massive  unemployment  and  the 
Dust  Bowl  all  took  their  toll  on  the  public's  spirit.  But  the  following  year  was 


the  200th  anniversary  of  George  Washington's  birth,  and  officials  in  our 
nation's  capital  were  ready  to  mark  the  occasion.  The  Treasury  Department 
had  proposed  that  a  half  dollar  be  struck  to  honor  the  birth  of  the  nation’s 
founding  father.  Enlisting  the  cooperation  of  the  Commission  of  Fine  Arts 
and  the  Washington  Bicentennial  Commission,  they  went  ahead  with  plans 
for  a  design  competition. 

Rules  announced  early  in  the  year  called  for  entries  modeled  after  the 
"celebrated  bust"  of  Washington  by  noted  French  sculptor  Jean  Antoine 
Houdon.  The  bust,  created  from  a  life-mask  taken  at  Mount  Vernon  in  1785, 
was  uncannily  accurate  and  nationally  admired.  Ninety-eight  entrants 
fashioned  some  100  designs:  Most  were  amateurish,  some  were  good,  but 
one  was  exceptional,  at  least  in  the  Commission's  opinion.  It  was  submitted 
by  Laura  Gardin  Fraser,  designer  of  the  Oregon  Trail  commemorative  and 
wife  of  James  Earle  Fraser,  who  created  the  Buffalo  nickel.  Mrs.  Fraser's 
powerful,  medal  lie  design  was  far  superior  to  the  competition  and 
reminiscent  of  the  artistic  works  produced  during  the  numismatically  "golden 
years"  inspired  by  Theodore  Roosevelt.  The  Commission's  decision  was 
unanimous.  Unfortunately,  there  were  other  people  to  please. 

Initially,  Congress  got  into  the  act.  Since  changing  the  design  of  the  half 
dollar  required  their  approval,  once  asked,  they  instead  decided  to  change  the 
quarter,  thereby  signaling  an  end  to  the  acclaimed  Standing  Liberty  design 
issued  since  1916.  No  one  argued  with  the  denomination  change,  but  a  real 
problem  was  to  arise  with  the  man  lawfully  responsible  for  coinage  designs. 
Treasury  Secretary  Andrew  Mellon. 
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Mellon  had  his  own  views  about  art.  Rich  beyond  imagination,  he  had 
amassed  one  of  the  world's  foremost  art  collections,  along  with  a  reputation 
for  stubbornness  which  was  only  exacerbated  by  his  wealth  and  position. 
Some  would  later  attribute  it  to  Mellon's  chauvinism,  but  he  repeatedly 
refused  to  listen  to  the  Commission's  pleas  for  Fraser's  design.  Instead  he 
chose  one  by  John  Flanagan,  a  medalist  whose  earlier  works  evoked  his 
studies  under  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens,  but  whose  Washington  design  was  an 
icon  of  the  bland,  conservative  and  frozen  images  that  proliferated 
(especially  in  government  sculpture)  during  the  Depression.  At  first,  Mellon 
placated  the  Commission,  calling  for  a  second  contest.  But  ultimately,  he 
chose  the  Flanagan  design.  While  still  fielding  protests  from  the  advisory 
panel,  he  left  office  to  become  Herbert  Hoover's  ambassador  to  Great  Britain. 
His  successor,  Ogden  Mills,  would  consider  the  matter  no  further.  He 
brusquely  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  they  had  a  purely  advisory  role, 
and  the  final  decision  fell  upon  the  Treasury  Secretary,  not  the  Commission. 
Flanagan's  design  was  simple  but  more  appropriate  to  a  portrait  than  medallic 
art,  with  exceptionally  low  relief.  Washington  faces  left  and  dominates  the 
obverse,  with  the  date  below  and  LIBERTY  above.  The  motto  EN  GOD  WE 
TRUST  is  in  the  left  field,  with  the  designer's  initials  on  the  base  of  the  neck. 
A  spread-winged  heraldic  eagle  adorns  the  reverse,  encircled  by  UNITED 
STATES  OF  AMERICA  and  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  above,  and  QUARTER 


DOLLAR  and  a  wreath  below.  Mintmarks  are  found  below  the  wreath  on 
coins  dated  1964  and  earlier,  and  just  to  the  right  of  Washington's  ribbon  on 
issues  beginning  in  1968. 

From  a  production  viewpoint.  Mint  officials  must  have  loved  the  design. 
With  such  low  relief,  coins  could  be  rapidly  struck  with  only  one  blow  from 
the  press.  The  drawback,  however,  was  not  only  an  artistic  loss,  but  the  weak 
design  elements  required  periodic  alterations  to  the  master  hub.  The  motto 
was  so  weakly  defined  in  1932  and  on  some  issues  of  1934  that  it  could 
barely  be  read,  even  on  uncirculated  coins. 

Hiere  have  only  been  two  significant  changes  in  the  series  since  its  inception 
in  1932.  In  1965,  the  composition  was  changed  from  90%  silver  to  a  clad  or 
"sandwich  metal"  of  75%  copper  and  25%  nickel,  bonded  to  a  pure  copper 
core.  The  second  modification  came  in  1975,  when  Jack  Ahr's  Bicentennial 
"Drummer  Boy"  design  appeared  on  the  reverse,  with  the  dual-date  1 776- 

1976  on  the  obverse.  In  1977,  the  regular  design 
i  —  returned. 

Continually  gaining  in  popularity  with  collectors, 
Washington  quarters  are  usually  assembled  by  date 
and  mint.  Coins  were  issued  every  year  except 
1933,  and  the  only  break  in  the  series  recognized 
by  collectors  is  1964,  the  final  year  of  silver  coin 
production.  Although  not  rare,  the  low-mintage 
1932-D  and  S  quarters  are  considered  scarce  issues,  along  with  mint-state 
1936  Denver  coins  which,  despite  their  large  mintage,  somehow  escaped  the 
hoarder's  nets.  Fortunately  for  today's  collectors,  the  renowned  dealer  Wayte 
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Raymond  and  others  were  quite  diligent  in  their  accumulation  of  bank- 
wrapped  rolls  in  the  30s,  a  time  when  most  people  couldn't  even  afford  the 
$10  cost  of  a  single  roll.  Many  Americans  didn't  have  a  job,  &  most  who  did, 
like  the  decimated  ranks  of  Detroit  auto- workers,  only  made  about  $20/wk. 
Since  1932,  over  21  billion  business  strikes  and  60  million  proofs  have  been 
issued,  an  awesome  quantity  by  any  standards.  Production  took  place  in  four 
mints:  Philadelphia,  Denver,  San  Francisco  and  West  Point.  In  recent  years, 
the  numismatic  community  has  learned  of  a  unique  oddity  in  the  series,  a 
1970-S  proof  Washington  struck  over  a  1900  Barber  quarter.  Apparently  the 
concoction  of  a  creative  mint  employee,  the  piece  somehow  escaped  into  a 
1970-S  proof  set,  no  doubt  initially  baffling  its  discoverer. 

Washington  quarters  are  collected  in  all  grade  ranges  and  are  especially 
popular  in  XF,  AU  and  mint  state.  With  so  many  coins  struck  from  so  many 
dies,  die-varieties,  over-mintmarks  and  hubbing  errors  abound,  making  the 
series  a  fertile  field  of  study  for  those  delving  into  the  intricacies  of  modem 
coinage  production.  Wear  on  the  design  will  first  show  on  Washington's  hair 
at  the  ear  and  on  the  center  of  the  eagle's  breast.  Struck  counterfeits  exist,  but 
collectors  are  more  likely  to  encounter  altered  mintmarks,  especially  on 
1932-D  and  1932-S  issues.  Authentication  of  any  questionable  specimens  is 
highly  recommended.

Michigan 

Michigan's  two  bits  will  let  the 
“ mitten  speak  for  itself.  “ 

Gov.  Jennifer  Granholm  design 
choice  for  the  state's 
commemorative  quarter, 

highlights  the  state's  distinctive 
shape  --  the  Lower  and  Upper 
Peninsulas,  surrounded  by  lakes 
—  with  the  words,  "Great  Lakes 
State."  The  dates  of  statehood  - 
1837-2004  —  will  appear  on  the 
coin.  And  there  are  no  cars  on 
the  state's  proposed  quarter. 

The  25-cent  coin  aims  to  show 
off  Michigan's  most  distinctive  characteristic,  its  geographical  contours,  said 
Granholm  spokeswoman  Liz  Boyd.  "No  other  state  makes  its  home  in  the 
heart  of  one  of  the  largest  freshwater  reserves  in  the  world,"  Boyd  said.  She 
said  the  governor  was  struck  by  the  observation  of  former  NASA  astronaut 
and  Michigan  native  Jerry  Linenger,  a  member  of  the  commission  that 
helped  design  the  quarter,  who  said  that  as  seen  from  space,  Michigan  is  the 
most  recognizable  region  on  earth.  The  25-member  quarter  commission  was 
appointed  by  former  Gov.  John  Engler.  Granholm  chose  the  coin  pattern 
from  five  finalist  designs.  It  reportedly  was  the  least  cluttered  of  the  entries  — 
some  of  which  depicted  automobiles  in  one  fashion  or  another  —  and  lends 
itself  best  to  the  small  dimensions  of  the  25-cent  piece. 

The  state's  quarter  was  to  be  issued  by  the  U.S.  Mint  on  January  26,  which  is 
Michigan  Statehood  Day,  commemorating  the  day  in  1837  that  it  became  a 
state.  Boyd  said  the  design  Granholm  picked  was  the  choice  of  only  one  of 
the  two  national  commissions  appointed  to  oversee  the  minting  of  state 
commemorative  quarters,  the  Commission  of  Fine  Arts.

THE  PAPER  TRAIL 

By  Frank  Clark 

A  One-Bit  Scrip  Note  From  Texas 

Nearly  all  of  the  scrip  issued  from  Texas  is  from  the  Civil  War  Era.  It  is  a 
class  of  currency  where  all  but  a  handful  of  the  notes  can  be  classified  as 
“very  rare.”  Usually  the  issuing  authority  was  a  county  or  a  merchant.  The 
book  that  covers  this  areas  of  paper  money  is  Texas  Obsolete  Notes  and 
Scrip  by  Bob  Medlar  and  was  published  by  the  SPMC  in  1968. 

This  article  deals  with  a  note  that  is  listed  in  Medlar,  but  has  no  description. 
It  is  a  12-1/2-cent  note  on  the  Rio  Grande  Soldiers’  Fund  of  Brownsville.  It 
also  has  the  denomination  expressed  as  “BIT”  in  two  places.  The  note  is 
uniface  and  is  printed  in  blue  ink.  The  obligation  clause  reads,  “Good  for 
one  bit.  Redeemable  in  Confederate  Treasury  Notes  when  presented  in  sums 
of  Twenty  Dollars  or  upwards  at  H.  Millers  office,  Brownsville,  Texas. 
Dated  April  21st,  1862.”  Note — the  place  of  redemption  is  handwritten.  The 
note  also  states  “$10,000  on  deposit”  and  has  a  handwritten  serial  number 
“222.”  It  is  hand  signed  on  the  lower  right. 

Besides  the  12-1/2-cent,  this  scrip  also  exists  in  25-cent,  50-cent,  one-dollar 
and  two-dollar  forms.  The  25  and  50-cent  and  one-dollar  denominations 
exist  in  two  types,  with  and  without  the  $  1 0,000  deposited  note. 

The  12-'/2-cent  denomination  is  a  very  rare  denomination  for  Texas  scrip. 
This  denomination  was  also  part  of  the  issue  for  the  Exchequer  notes  for  the 
Republic  of  Texas,  the  city  of  Austin,  the  city  of  Houston,  the  city  of  San 
Felipe  de  Austin  and  the  city  of  Washington. 

I  was  unable  to  find  any  information  on  the  Rio  Grand  Soldiers’  Fund.  By 
its’  name,  one  could  speculate  it  was  a  local  fund  to  help  pay  Confederate 
soldiers  in  this  remote  part  of  the  Confederacy  where  the  last  battle  of  the 
Civil  War  took  place,  at  the  Palmito  Ranch  near  Brownsville  on  May  13, 
1865 — well  after  Lee’s  surrender  at  Appomattox.  Colonel  John  Salmon 
Ford  commanded  the  victorious  Confederate  forces.  However,  on  June  2, 
1865,  General  E.  Kirby  Smith,  CSA,  surrendered  the  Trans-Mississippi 
Department  of  the  Confederacy  to  Union  forces  at  Galveston.

Bruce  brought  a  1787  New  Jersey  Cent,  Variety  43-y;  and  a  book  by 
Gardiakson  in  Dalmatia  and  Albania  Coinage. 
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A  collector  brought  an  ancient  Macedonian  coin  (Roman  provincial)  graced 
with  the  likeness  of  Nero. 

Palmer  brought  a  "Perot  Buck",  $5,  series  1993,  issued  from  Austin,  TX  by 
Esther's  Follies  (what  is  it  with  the  play  money  this  time?);  a  Prutah  of 
Porcius  Festus  59-62  A.D.;  and  Thai  "bullet  money"  from  the  reign  of  Rama 
111(1824-1851). 

The  meeting  then  ended  in  a  cacophony  of  discussions. 

The  Nov.  6,  2003  meeting  had  1 1  persons  present.  The  Short  snorter  was  a 
10,000  peso  note  from  Argentina  (early  1980's?).  Security  features  included: 
finely  engraved  intaglio  printing  with  subtle  color  gradations  separately 
printed  serial  number  a  watermark  that  varied  within  the  sample  of  bills  we 
had.  One  type  had  an  Argentinean  Sun  symbol,  and  another  had  the 
Country's  seal  blue  and  red  threads  in  the  paper  micro  printing,  and  "holes  in 
the  micro  printing  comprising  part  of  the  design

The  green 
seal  is  printed  lower,  almost  off  the  edge  of  the  bill.  Watch  out  for 
counterfeit  2002  1/10  oz  platinum  rounds.  They  appear  to  be  a  copper  core 
with  a  platinum  coating. 

Show  &  Tell:  Our  treasurer  came  this  time,  bringing  with  him  a  French  19th 
Century  copper,  an  un  decime  over  a  2  decime;  a  1931  Cyrus  McCormick 
Commemorative  token;  a  Santa  Claus  token  from  Sanger's  in  Dallas;  and  a 
Lud.  XV  Rex  Christianiss  token. 

A.  Collector  brought:  a  new  $20  and  an  old  $20  for  comparison  purposes;  a 
silver  Caracalla  Denarius  (Roman,  198-217  A.D.);  a  nickel  received  in 
change,  1961 P  sharp  details,  full  steps,  and  square  rim,  probably  a  proof 
from  someone's  collection. 

Ike  brought:  from  his  recent  trip  to  Thailand,  Laos,  and  Myanmar,  circulating 
coin  sets,  and  old  counterfeit  silver  coins. 

David  brought:  the  latest  US  commemorative  Dollar  -  First  in  Flight;  and  an 
Australian  $10  proof  from  the  Provinces  series  (New  South  Wales) 

Bruce  brought:  a  book.  Medals  Relating  to  Medicine  &  Allied  Sciences, 
1964,  by  S.  E.  Freeman;  and  a  pamphlet.  The  Ciba  Symposium,  Medals 
Related  to  Medicine 

Steve  brought  the  results  of  his  experiment  to  see  how  easy  it  would  be  to 
start  a  State  Quarter  collection  this  late  in  the  game.  He  bought  50  rolls  of 
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Quarters  and  out  of  these,  got  a  fairly  complete  set,  though  P  mint  Quarters 
were  tough.

Harlan  related  his  experience  looking  for  2000  50-cent  pieces.  Going 

through  rolls  from  the  bank  he  found  only  1999  as  the  most  recent. 

(Apparently  the  2002  half-dollars  and  dollars  are  only  available  in  Mint 

Sets). 

Palmer  brought  Owl  coins,  3  different  sizes  and  types:  a  tiny  silver  AR 
Hemiolbol  from  449-423  B.C.;  a  silver  AR  Obol  from  449-413  B.C.;  and  a 
Bronze  1/4  Obol  from  about  220-83  B.C.;  a  silver  tetradrachim  from  134- 
135  B.C.  with  Athena;  and  a  AR  Drachma  from  Taras,  Calabra,  Italy,  28 1  - 
272  B.C.  (another  aside,  in  the  ancient  world,  and  even  in  the  Third  World  of 
the  early  20th  Century,  small  gold  and  silver  coins  were  carried  in  the  mouth, 
probably  to  prevent  loss  or  theft.) 

Roger  brought:  a  new  book.  Dollar  Bill  Origami;  some  wide  margin 
specimen  fractional  notes,  an  1863  5-cent  and  an  1862  50-cent;  a  dramatic 
$10  error  note  with  the  front  largely  blank;  and  a  $1  error  note  with  a  3rd 
print  offset  (on  the  front  and  reversed) 

Cyn  brought  the  10th  Edition  of  Krause’s  Collecting  World  Coins 
Gerry  brought:  a  German  medal  honoring  a  memorial  to  the  soldiers  of 
WWI;  a  medal  of  the  US  Frigate  Constellation,  the  1st  ship  of  the  US  Navy, 
made  with  copper  from  the  ship;  a  San  Antonio  250th  Anniversary  Medal 
made  for  the  Hemisfair  1968;  and  a  Nixon  and  Lodge  political  medal,  "win 
in  Sixty".
